W A SI 11 NC i ION, May 6— The Battle of Manila Bay end­ 
ed today id ter five months of furious combat, when numeri­ 
cally superior and fresh Japanese forces overcame the valiant 
resistance of Lieut. Gen. Jonathan M. Wainwright s weary 
and undernourished American-F ilipino forces on Corregidor. 
f irst news that resistance had ceased on the powerful 
fortress came from General Douglas MacArthur^ headquar­ 
ters in Australia and was confirmed a short time later by a War 
Department communique which stated that fighting has ceased 
and that terms covering capitulation of all the Manila Bay forts 
are being arranged. 
The end came suddenly and dramatically after 150 days 
of fighting when Japanese landing parties stormed Corregidor 
across the* three-mile stretch oi water that separates it from 
Bataan Peninsula. 
No details were given about tile final fighting on Cor­ 
regidor, hut in view of the fact that the first landing parties 
struck about noon, e. w. t. yesterday, it was believed that the 
final battle was very brief.

Peppers Vitamin-Rich 
as Well as Appetizing 


Peppers are easily grown in the 
Victory garden and are among the 
richest of vegetables in vitamin 
values. 
They are so tender that 
seeds are usually started indoors 
and plants set out after danger of 
frost is over. Then they grow rap­ 
idly and produce constantly until 
the plants are killed in tho fall 
by frost. 
Among Americans the favorite of 
the many types which are avail­ 
able, h a s come to be a very large, 
mild fruit, With thick walls, which 
is green when it first forms, and 
then turns to a bright red. 
Peppers in this country do not 
play the part in the menu that they 
play farther south, where the weath­ 
er is hot, and the food hotter. Bid 
the mild type is becoming increas­ 
ingly popular, both in tin* raw state 
in salads, and in various cooked 
forms. 
When all danger of frost is over 
the pepper plants raised from early 
started seed may be set in their 
permanent positions in the garden. 
A dozen well-grown plants will yield 
a good supply of green peppers in 
late summer and fall. 
They are 
easily grown, requiring only a gen­ 
erous supply of moisture for their 
best development. 
The pepper is 
one plant that it is wise to sprinkle. 
Usually the watering is more effi­ 
ciently done by taking the nozzle 
off the hose and letting it gently 
trickle over the garden and soak 
into the earth. 
Peppers relish a good sprinkling 
of their foliage and seem to bear 
more freely for it. 


Large, Mild Peppers, America’s 
Favorite. 


Set them 18 inches apart and give- 
good cultivation 
They like a rich 
heavy soil but thrive in lighter soTls 
if given a copious water supply. 
The hot peppers are valuable for 
relishes and mixed pickles but they 
should not be grown in the same 
row with sweet peppers iii order to 
avoid the mistake of getting a hot 
one mixed w.th the sweet ones in 
salads, 
In the large fruited types 
b< Ber production 
is 
assured by 
pinching out the first fir "king” 
blossom. 
Like the cucumber, the 
olant often stops to develop its 
fir:-" born at the expense of the rest 
of the orogeny.
